Bombers 


Visioned in 5 Years 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The Air Force expects to have 
big jet bombers capable of striking targets thousands of 
miles from this continent flying in its strategic warplane 


fleet by about 1954. 

Until then, experts said yester- 
day, the USAF’s long- reaching, 
Sunday punch must be in the 
slower, conventional-engined B-36. 
For this much-discussed plane, the 
Air Force is spending about 
$1,000,000,000. Additional outlays 
probably will be made before en- 
gineers .can complete and begin 
building a jet bomber to become 
the B-36’s successor. 

The air planners look upon the 
multi-million-dollar investment in 
the B-36 as interim insurance, to 
assure that the United States has 
in operation a long-range bomber 
during the possibly critical years 
until swifter but equally far-rang- 
ing jets can be produced. They 
quote Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 


USAF Chief of Staff, in this con- 
nection: 

“One of the missions of the Air 
Force is to maintain forces ready 
to attack immediately and ef.- 
fectively the vital elements of an 
enemy’s war-making capacity. 

“We are convinced that for the 
next few years the B-36 provides 
the spearhead of the ready-for- 
combat force. Like any other air- 
craft, it will.in due time be super- 
seded by a better one. Its succes- 
sor is now in the design stage.” 

The Air Force has assigned to 
the Boeing Airplane Company 
funds for preliminary study and 
development of the XB-52 jet.

All he 
wants is normal services. He likes to get 
value received for taxes paid, but he sel- 
dom bestirs himself to make sure he does. 

Because of this general apathy toward 
government, the way too often is left open 
to pressure grouvs which always are look- 
ing for opportunities to benefit at expense 
of the community at large. And Govern- 
ment officials, hearing only from pressure 
groups at meeting after meeting, occa- 
sionally become confused and mistake 
their voice for the voice of the people. 
There probably are Government officials 
who prefer to make that mistake, but, by 
and large, we believe most of them don’t. 
Most of them want to serve their commu- 
nities as best they can. 

The Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
together with the League of Women Vot- 
ers, the Grand Jurors’ Association, the 
Women’s Chamber of Commerce and the 
Jaycees, wants to help bridge the gap be- 
tween the average citizen and local gov- 
ernment officiais. Members of these or- 
ganizations are attending meetings of 
County.

$52,000,000 Tobacco Crop

20,000,000 pounds, but since prices 
were somewhat lower this season, the 
cash brought in was only about $500,000 
greater.

Eisenhower a Candidate in 1950? 


WASHINGTON—Gen. Eisenhower’s recent speech before the American Bar Association has started 
a new flow of speculation over his availability as a presidential candidate in 1952. There.has been 
no agreement betwzen those engaging in the speculation as to which of the two major parties he 


may align himself with. 

Some profess to see him as a likely contender 
for the Republican nomination, while others look 
on him as a Democrat. The truth of it is that no 
one is able to speak with any authority on the 
subject for the reason that he is yet to indicate— 
publicly at least—what his political predilections, 
if any. may be. 


Like most men who have chosen the 
armed services for a career. Gen. Eisenhower 
probably has no politica] affiliation. If he 
has any inclination either as a2 Democrat or 
a Republican, he has been careful to conceal 
it. He has been attached to the military 
service for so long that his earlier background 
offers little in the way of a clue. 


All other things being equal, however, it {is 
more reasonable to suppose that he is more 
inclined toward the Democrats than the Repub- 
licans because it was a Democratic administration 
which advanced him to the role of Allied Com- 
mander on the European front in the late war. 
Before his selection for that important post by 
President Roosevelt and the then Chief of Staff, 
Gen. George Marshall, he was merely one of a 
number of more or less obscure officers in our 
highly competent military establishment. Nat- 
urally, he may be expected to feel a certain 
amount of gratitude for the opportunity present- 
ed him to develop his talents as a great military 
commander. 

The chances are, also, that Gen. Eisenhower 
voted the Democratic ticket in the last presiden- 
tial election. We may judge this from certain 
revelations contained in his book published after 
the election. In it he told why he never could 
have allowed himself to be an opponent of Presi- 
dent Truman, either for the Democratic nomi- 
nation or as the Republican candidate. 

At the Potsdam conference immediately after 
the defeat of the Germans, he related, Mr. Tru- 
man had offered to support him for President 
even to the point of stepping aside in his favor, 
if the General would consent to serve. Eisenhow- 
er turned down the offer, and it was his sense 
of duty and military discipline that caused him 
to refuse to run later when the clamor arose in 
both parties for his nomination. 

In the light of that revelation which he made 
in his book, it is hardly conceivable that he went 
out and voted for the Dewey-Warren ticket last 
November. 

For another thing, Mr. Truman being the 


strong party man that he is, it is not likely that 
he would have offered his support to Gen. Eisen- 
hower in the 1948 presidential contest if he had 
not been satisfied in his own mind that the Gen- 
eral had a firm foundation as a Democrat. The 
President’s political background disputes any 
other surmise. 

None of this is to say, however, that the popu- 
lar military hero might not be persuaded to ac- 
cept the Republican nomination in 1952, if the 
circumstances were otherwise propitious. Hav- 
ing held himself aloof from politics for so many 
years, he might feel free to accept either party 
label, if it did not involve any surrender of the 
basic philosophy he holds. 

In his St. Louis speech before the American 
Bar group the General seemed to take a middle 
ground between the Left and Right extremes in 
both parties. He was somewhere between Presi- 
dent Truman and Senator Taft of Ohio, who 
more nearly epitomizes Republican Old Guard 
sentiment. 

Various reports are heard about different ele- 
ments in both major parties making overtures 
to General Eisenhower to run in 1952. Undoubt- 
edly he has a host of well wishers among Demo- 
crats as well as Republicans. This was _ illus- 
trated by the widespread movement launched in 
both parties last year to gain him the Presiden- 
tial nomination. 


The chances are that he might have been 
nominated by the Democrats at Philadelphia 
if the General had not come out with a flat 
renunciation at the last minute. Those urging 
him as the party standard bearer acted more 
from the feeling that he would have been 
easier to elect than Mr. Truman, who was 
running behind in all of the polls. 


The President must feel grateful for the way 
General Eisenhower relieved him from a tough 
situation. For this reason the suspicion has grown 
that be will be Mr. Truman’s personal choice for 
the nomination as his successor when his pres- 
ent term expires. The way the President keeps 
the General before the public by bringing him 
into every important official picture, where his 
presence is approvriate, tends to feed this sus- 
picion. 

Looking into events this far ahead, it does 
seem certain that General Eisenhower will fis- 
ure prominently in the next Presidential contest 
in one way or another.

It Adds Up 
To Grave Injustice 


There are, in the immortal words of the 
comic character, Snuffy Smith, “shiftless skonks” 
‘ in all professions and fields of endeavor. Happi- 
ly, they are in the minority. 

The only reason we have rent control laws is because of this 
minority among landlords. Those among them with the soul and 
ethics of the man-eating shark have been so rapacious and have 
so ground the faces of the poor that Congress has unwillingly 
kept in effect a rent-control law which, inadequately financed and 
therefore skeleton-staffed, has even less chance of operating equit- 
ably in an otherwise decontrolled economy. 

Troubles of others is, and ought to be, grist in the newspaper 
mill. I still shudder to think what would happen to the many 
persons at the mercy of vicious landlords if the laws were lifted. 
I have read reports about the general average being an increase 
of seven percent, but I find this is in the field of middle and higher 
house and apartment rentals. There are increases of 40 and even 
100 percent in the lower-class rentals. 


P Slowly but surely, however, In the grist which comes 
ower to the mill, I have been finding what seemed to me 
stances of grave injustice to landlords. As usual, as it is the 
poor tenant who usually gets gulled with exorbitant rent in- 
creases, so it is the small landlord who gets kicked around most 
by the rent-control office. 

I am of the definite opinion that Congress owes it to the nation 
to review, revise and reconsider the rent-control law. If it is some- 
thing the nation needs, then let Congress say so and write a fair 
and equitable bill and finance it. 


I also am of the definite opinion the bill now allows the rent- 7 


control offices too much unsupervised power and that it allows 
any rent-control office which so desires to carry on a campaign 
of revenge and fear. 


A short time ago a landlord. in a low-rental house killed 
a tenant and himself. The house had been remodeled

' and the back “apartment” had to be used by any and all persons 


going to the back porch. This led to friction. An effort to raise 


| the rent was refused, as was eviction, and the shooting followed. 


Later friends of the widow came to me and said that the 
rent-control office had ordered maximum rents on this property 
substantially reduced and also had made the reductions retroactive 
for periods of more than a year. 

This did smack of revenge or unusual punishment. 

I personally object, as I believe all Americans do, to any law 
which has retroactive features. I was informed the retroactive 
feature of the rent bill was mandatory. This I still doubt, believ- 
ing somewhere in the law there is a paragraph—maybe in the 
small print—which allows the director some discretion. If not, it is 
wrong. 

Then I noted a newspaper release from the rent-control office 
that the widow would, even after reductions, have a gross rental 


| income of $103.50. 


Well, that interested me and I got some information. 
Wrong I think it convicts the rent control office of either re- 
venge action or, at best, a very unfair and unreasonable act. 

The widow has, for some reason, saved through the months all 
her bills for utilities, so an accurate check can be made. After 
deducting fixed expenses—and this can be exactly determined, 
something the rent-control office did not do—she would have left 
$26.73 per month to provide herself and two small children 
with food and clothing and whatever medicines, recreation and 
so on she might need. This was fixed expenses and did not 
include maintenance or depreciation. 

This is so gross a miscarriage of justice that it smells of re- 
venge and will so be regarded if the rent-control office does not 
reconsider and allow an equitable solution. The release of the 
statement about $103.50 per month gave a gravely erroneous im- 


pression.

In 
one of them lived a man and his wife. The wife was about to 
have a baby.

Need of these cases by the proper Federal authority. And 
assuredly, whatever is done by Congress should include protective 
regulations so that no office could possibly engage in anything 
which even resembled revenge actions. 

I say this knowing that there are landlords who are merciless 
and cruel and who have brought down upon the whole business 
the controls in effect. There is need for some law to protect people 
against them, as rules were made in stocks and bonds to protect 
against bucketshop operators and fake stock deals. 

The plain truth is that while we have a surplus of housing in 
the high-rental field, we have a desperate shortage in medium 
and low-rental units. It is a complicated and pitiful story. 

But all the injustice isn’t on one side.

Next World's Largest City? . 


SAO PAULO, Brazil—Economically, the State of Sao Paulo is the close-cropped 


tail which wags the gargantuan Brazilian mongrel. 


With less than 3 percent of 


Brazil’s 3,286,170 square miles, Sao Paulo produces 70 percent of the nation’s cof- 
fee and cotton, 50 percent of its rice, 35 percent of its corn, 54 percent of its meat 
Sao Paulo’s nine million inhabitants constitute less 


eS eo and 47 percent of its potatoes. 
than 25 pe 


Sao Paulo, capital of the State of the same 
name, is the fastest growing city in the world. 
Its population was 65,000 in 1890, 235,000 in 
in 1900, 579,000 in 1930, 1,330,000 in 1940. To- 
day it claims two million and next year’s cen- 
sus will probably prove it true. 


But it is not so much Sao Paulo’s growth and 


| size as its spirit and progress with which the vis- 


itor is impressed. Sao Paulo is undeniably the 
most modern city, not only in South but maybe 
It has 30 or 40 new sky- 
scrapers erected in the past decade, finishes a 
new house each 12 minutes of every. working 
hour. It has an excellent transportation system 
and is drawing plane for a subway. Its traffic 


| plan is well along, despite the fact that the down- 
| town area is laid out most irregularly, and there 


are numerous overhead express ways. Sao Paulo 


| apparently lacks neither imagination nor money. 


Its principle downtown thoroughfare—a four- 
road, 18-lane boulevard—is built right over a 
now-tunneled river which formerly meandered 
through the city. Its library is 20 stories high, 
it has a new 3,000-bed hospital, it is building a 
great new airport to take care of the 16 airlines 
which fly more than a hundred flights a day be- 
tween here and Rio. 


But perhaps the best illustration of Sao Paulo’s 
ingenuity—as well as the greatest single factor 
behind its mushrooming growth—is to be found 
40 miles away, at the foot of the 2,500-foot pla- 
teau. upon which the city sets. Here is the hydro- 
electric plant which produces the power—report- 
edly the cheapest in the world—which accounts 
for Sao Paulo’s industrialization. 


It is no ordinary project. Conceived and built 
by an American engineer named A. W. K. Bill- 
ings, it involved the daring plan of changing, 
from west to east, the course of a great many 
small rivers which flow on the plateau. These 
rivers, originating but a few miles from the coast, 
previously reached the ocean at Buenos Aires, 
2,900 miles away. By placing strategic dams— 
and even, in some instances, setting up pumping 
stations to carry the waters back up hill—a res- 
ervoir 34 square miles has been formed at the 
very edge of a precipice 2,449 feet high. 


From this summit, in seven pipelines five 
feet in diameter, the water plunges down- 
ward nearly five thousand feet at an average 
angle of more than 45 degrees. By the time 
it gets to the bottom, it exerts a pressure of 
a thousand pounds to the square inch on the 
14 peltant wheels which drive the seven gen- 
erators. Some idea of the size of the oper- 
ation may be gained from the fact that each 
wheel carries 20 buckets, each of which 
weighs more than 1,100 pounds. The seven 
units now in use have a combined total of

the Brazilian population. Yet they earn 50 percent of the national income, use 52 
| percent of the nation’s electric power, produce 67 percent of Brazil’s industrial output. 


570,000 horsepower or 420,000,000 watts. It 
is thus the seventh in size in the world as 
well as the‘only one of its type and drop. An 
eighth unit is now being installed and plans 
are already under way for nine and ten as 
Sao Paulo, whose power consumption shows 
a regular 10 percent annual increase, contin- 
ues to grow and industrialize. 


The great pipelines running down the moun- 
tainside are clearly visible from the coast, a fact 
which causes Brazil’s military men considerable 
concern. For the plant not only provides power 
for Sao Paulo, where most of the nation’s indus- 
tries are located, but also helps Rio. And one 
well-placed bomb, they realize, could knock it 
out entirely, since the 260-mile-an-hour jet ve- 
locity in the pipelines would make them like 
gigantic fire hoses out of control if they were 
ever broken. 


One bomb did fall on the power-house during 
the 1932 revolution. But fortunately it was a 
small one and struck a glancing blow. 

That was the revolution, incidentally, where 
the tiny State of Sao Paulo held out against all 
the rest of Brazil for seven months. 

“We'd have whipped them all, too, if we'd 
just had a navy,” one Paulista recalls defiantly. 
“It was the blockade of Santos that beat us.” 

There is no denying that much of the rest of 
Brazil has always been jealous of Sao Paulo and 
resentful of its progress and prosperity. All of 
Brazil’s recent history, political and economic, 
has been centered around the none-too-friendly 
rivalry between Sao Paulo and Rio. The latter 
would have been passed in population long since 
had not Getulio Vargas vetoed a bill to allow Sao 
Paulo to annex suburban areas which are unde- 
niably integral parts of the city. The nation’s 
only steel mill was located at an unlikely spot 
as a compromise between the two cities. A pro- 
jected oil refinery is now scheduled for Rio to 
the great disgust of Sao Paulo citizens, who point 
out that their industries use the bulk of the na- 
tion’s petroleum products. 


‘ Rio continues to hold the whiphand po- 
litically, if not economically, but the Paulistas 
hope to change that next year when their 
Governor, Adhemar de Barros, seems the 
= likely successful candidate for the Presi- 

ency. 


Ultimately, of course, Sao Paulo will outdis- 
tance Rio in influence as well as in size. Already 
the third city in South America, it has its eye 
and its efforts on the day it will be the largest— 
as well as the fastest growing—in the world. 

Reviewing its astounding record and seeing 
its continuing aggressiveness, one is not too sure 
that it won't.

NEW YORK—I have to use matchsticks for long division and, in economics, I only know, I think, 
that if you put more in than you check out you ought to have some left at the end of the month. 
But you have heard of intuition, surely, and so, wild, untutored, intellectual barefoot that I am, I 
want to lead you by the hand to a happy land where two and two don’t make a bit of difference. 


I introduce you to the gorgeous beauties of 
House Bill 6135, “The Prosperity Revenue Act,” 
which smacks of Eleanor the Great, Elliott doing 
cross-handed licks on the cash register, Maury 
Maverick, Bill Veeck, Bubblehead Wallace, Up- 
ton Sinclair, Professor Weenie and old Doc 
Townsend. 

This bill comes from Charles Albert Plumley, 
member at large—stop him, Newt’—from Ver- 
mont, a venerable statesman of 74, with a dis- 
tinguisied record as Principal, Superintendent of 
Schools and Tax Collector in Northfield, and 
consultant on taxes. His father was a member 
of Congress for three terms around the turn of 
the century and he brings to the problems of 
taxation and finance the fine, clear mind of a 
man who has been hit over the head with blunt 
instruments of economic heresy. 


You may catch a faint idea of his prom- 
ise from the brief description on the back: “A 
bill to provide for the equitable assessment 
of taxes; to provide adequate social security 
for all; te solve the labor problem com- 
pletely; to untax business and thus encour- 
age full and efficient production and full 
employment; to cut the hidden sales taxes 
out of prices to reduce the cost of living; 
to collect enough revenue to support the 
Government, reduce the national debt and 
revalue the dollar; to make the tax rate auto- 
matically adjustable, to stabilize our econ- 
omy on a rising standard of living, and”— 
for full measure—‘“for other purposes.” 


Article 1 repeals the income tax, the estate, 
gift and Social Security taxes, all war taxes and 
the taxes on telephone and telegraph service and 
retailers’ and manufacturers’ excise taxes and 
the import taxes. 

The business income tax is to be replaced by 
another income tax, but I find that paragraph 
starts with a provision that “every business from 
the first of January, 1950, shall be exempt from 


income taxes” by using trustees’ accounting. I 
mired badly in the trustees’ accounting, but it 
seems a benevolent muddle and I still felt fine. 
It says: “Every business shall file a return to 
show its tax exemption within 60 days after the 
end of the year” and the accounts shall show 
current value of the money invested with the 
corresponding value of all outstanding securl- 
ties. You get credit for inflationary losses. 

In a government bureau, the appropriation 
for the accounting period shall be considered 
“business income” and the unspent portion is to 
be regarded as “profit.” I think the employees 
get a dividend then. 

Business may plow back as much as it pleases 
from profits provided that enough profits be left 
to cover the income-tax liability on the whole 
profit— 

Wait a minute, just a minute, friend, I thought 
I said the income tax was to be repealed. Well, 
I did. Sure I did. Here is where it says that: 

“The following chapters of the Internal Rev- 
enue Code are hereby repealed as indicated in 
the following table of contents—”’ 

Income tax. 

Oh, but then it says, “replaced by—income 
tax.” 

But it isn’t the detail, it is the spirit, the tone, 
the beautiful intent of Mr. Plumley’s Prosperity 
Revenue Act or sterling shotgun panacea that I 
love. 

“Sec. 207. Income-tax rate,” it says here. 
“The tax applicable on gross personal income 
shall not exceed 25 percent, approximately 
the point of diminishing returns. The with- 
holding tax rate shall be 20 percent, expected 
to yield $42,000,000,000,” but it shall be ad- 
justed to balance the budget and reduce the 
debt at a reasonable rate toward the revalua- 
tion of the dollar. And “every business shall 
withhold from all payments te persons as 
consumers the single, flat-rate income tax on 
gross personal incomes at the flat rate—”

Hornets Haunt 
Belgium Farms 


Hornets are as bad in Belgium as in 
Georgia, and in certain places mosquitoes 
sing, although the country has few snakes 


the States, Max 


and no chiggers. But just like farmers in 
and I are picking the bugs off our potato 


and tomato plants. Over here they call these bugs “Colo- 
rado” and the natives look at me as if I had personally 
brought over the pest. With a frown the farmers say: “You 
are an American. They came from America.” 


Max and I are cutting our 
farming teeth on Channing 
Cope’s “Front Porch Farmer.” As 
we have bought a country place 
for the weekends it makes ap- 
propriate reading. You should 
hear me trying to explain in 
French Yellow River Farm and 
its master. My French is so halt- 
ing and my tone so glowing in 
descriptions of Dixie that these 
Belgian men of the soil get 
mixed up sometimes and think 
I’m talking about heaven. 

Finding a hornet’s nest in our 
woods, we quickly boiled water 
for the massacre. But by the 
time we got the water across the 
field and poured upon the nest 
it was just hot enough to make 
those hornets good and mad! 

However, it was nothing com- 
pared with the angry buzzing of 
a group of Belgian business men 
discussing the remarks of our 
Mr. Hoffman, Administrator of 
the Marshall Plan. In Brussels 
recently he chided the indus- 
trialists and said they were not 
making a great enough effort 
to export to the States. And told 
them plainly that they would 
have to earn more dollars or 
else! 

“It is due to America that we 
can’t export more,” the Belgians 
protested. “Americans have de- 
veloped their industries and they 
don’t need our goods. We used 
to export cottons, woolens, and 
especially linens, but your in- 
dustries have developed a cotton 
that looks as fine as linen and 
has the added quality of not 
wrinkling so easily. It is hard 
for our linens to compete. And 
of course you protect your 
textile industry with tariff. In- 
stead of complaining Mr. Hoff: 
man should have explained to 
up how we can sell when there 
is no demand. d how can we 
create a demand for our products 
when similar ones can be bought 

cheaper in America, and if they 
could not be the Americans 
would cry for a higher tariff.” 

Besides textiles, Belgium has 
for export steel, iron, coal. “I 
think Mr. Hoffman should real- 


ize “snapped one steel magnate, 
that America is not going to buy 
heavily of these. In fact we have 
been selling large orders of steel 
to South America. But now that 
the States have caught up with 
the demands for home consump- 
tion that market is closed to us 
for we can’t compete with the 
United States because you have 
modern machinery and modern 
methods and we are working on 
old. In Belgium it takes a dozen 
or more men-.to do what one 
man in the States can do by 
pressing a button. Our cost of 
production is far ahead of yours. 
Naturally where you want to 
sell steel we can’t.” 

After travelling in Europe 
studying conditions it is my 
personal opinion that in place of 
giving our purse we Americans 
should give the world a program 
built on high purposes for right 
thinking and right living. And 
start by making America strong 
morally! 

Pouring our money into Eu- 
rope is not making friends for 
us. I feel it more every time I 
travel around over here. It is 
as plain as the nose on your face 
that no debtor loves his money 
lender when the time of reckon- 
ing is at hand and we can’t go 
on with the Mé@rshall Plan for- 
ever. 

Col. and Mrs. John Day are in 
Brussels being delightfully enter- 
tained. Atlanta will soon be 
welcoming them back home as 
they sail Sept. 7 on an Army 
transport. Mrs. Readie Ashurst, 
of Atlanta, is also in Brussels.

My son Paul, 
Jr. and his wife Helen, drove 
into Brussels yesterday. To those 
of you who want to know about 
bringing your car over they re- 
port it is wonderful. Roads most- 
ly good, gas easy to get, and if 
there is as many as three in the 
car, even cheaper than paying 
railroad fare. Your letters are

Q. Is there some way to vary 
the usual way of serving toast 
for breakfast? C. B. S. 

A.,Use new kinds of bread as 
raisin, cinnamon, nut, fruit, or 
brown bread. Try sprinkling hot 
buttered toast with a brown 
sugar—cinnamon mix; or, com- 
bine equal parts of softened but- 
ter and honey for a sweet 
spread. Grated mild cheese 
sprinkled on toast is especially 
good with scrambled eggs. 


Q@. Why do the modern recipes 
say to roast meat in an uncov- 
ered pan? M. A. G. 


A. No true roast is ever cov- 
ered during cooking. If it is, 
the moisture from the meat 
steams rather than roasts, and 
results are not satisfactory. 


Q@. How do I make smooth 
gravy? Y.S. G. 

A. For each cup of gravy, 
use two tablespoons each of 
flour and meat drippings, and 
one cup of liquid (water, meat 
stock or milk). Stir flour into hot 
fat and cook until lightly 
browned; gradually stir in liquid 
and cook five minutes, stirring 
constantly. The gradual addition 
of the liquid and the constant 
stirring prevents lumpiness.

Bargain of the 
Season—Music

The bands are warming up, the so- 
pranos are vocalizing, the instrumentalists are tuning and 
one can almost hear the melodic overtures to the most 


outstanding concert season Atlanta has ever had. 

Twenty-five concerts, not including the annual Spring season 
of opera, nor the many fine recitals in colleges and on sponsored 
benefit series, have been booked to be brought here this Fall by 
the three major musical groups. There will be 10 Symphony pro- 
grams, eight All-Star presentations, and seven recitals in the Con- 
cert Artists Series. 


This is not too many for Atlanta if the citizens are the 
music lovers they are assumed to be. Towns of half Atlanta’s 
size, have as many or more concerts per season and many of 
them are over-subscribed. 


The trouble here seems to be that the concert attractions do 
not reach a sufficient number of Atlanta’s vast population. Either 
they have not been awakened, or else they have not been persuaded 
that the prices are extremely modest and within the reach of 
the majority. 

Of course, Marvin McDonald is over the top with the All-Star 
Series. But it has taken 18 years of able management to achieve 
that result. Now it is the fact that to get a pair of season tickets 
in a desirable location in the Auditorium is nearly impossible. It 
has reached the point that the season holders of years are, so to 
speak, bequeathing their rights. 

And on the subject of Marvin McDonald, he is still hearing from 


' several ardent and sincere workers in the Atlanta Music Club, who 


were somewhat affronted by his recent observation that the Atlanta 
Symphony is potentially more important to Atlanta than the Music 


Club itself. 


They hoped he was not underrating the Music Club which 
has weathered many a storm and which mothered -the 
Symphony and contributes generously to it now. 


Mr. McDonald’s position 1s still the same. In the opinion of the 
man who has been called the most powerful friend of musical cul- 
ture the modern South has seen, no city has really reached esthetic 
maturity until it raises up and supports its own Symphony. A 
symphony orchestra, he believes, is a dynamic, refining force in any 
region, and Atlanta is no exception. A corps of 90 or more trained 
musicians, many of whom come from Greater Atlanta’s own 
half-million residents, can do more than present an occasional 
concert; it can become the core of a teaching staff that will rule 
out the necessity of ambitious young men and women musicians 
leaving Georgia for advanced training . .. and a livelihood. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. McDonald has already explored the 
concert-booking agencies in New York and has their promises that 
they will book the Atlanta Symphony in series in cities all over the 
South, where it will do credit both to its listeners, and to the city 
from which it comes. 

An important thing has happened to the Symphony this year. 
It has finally caught the attention and interest of general business 
and industry and now busy new leaders, 130 of them, have banded 
together to form a Men’s Committee for the Atlanta Symphony 
Guild. 

Eugene Young, Manager of the Hardware Mutual Insurance 
Company of Minnesota, with offices here, is chairman of the Men’s 
Committee. He has appointed 20 captains, who are spearheading a 
drive for Guild membership, promoting the Symphony as one of 
the city’s greatest assets, both through its advertisement of the city’s 
good name, and its cultural advantages. 

Advertisers, attotneys, automobile dealers, amusement dealers, 
bottlers, trade, doctors, druggists, food processors, hotels, utilities, 
insurance firms and every important facet of Atlanta business will 
hear about the Symphony through these 20 captains. The Corpo- 
rate Gifts Committee will be headed by Joseph E. Birnie, Richard 
Joel of the Journalism Department of Emory University is Director 
of Public Relations and William P. Layton is Business Manager. 

Bruce Woodruff, attorney, is President of the Guild, and the 
other officers are T. Erwin Schneider, Charles Jagels, Mills B. 
Lane, Jr., Malon C. Courts and Philip H. Alston, Jr.

Money for Preachers 


Salaries and income for Geor- 

gia’s 5,000 parsons are to be upped 
for a total of $725,000 per month, 
or $8,700,000 per years: while the 
combined total for Uncle Sam’s 
140,000 parsons will be upped 
$20,340 000 per month, or $244,080,- 
000 per year, if a Congressional 
Bill goes through. The only strings 
tied to this added money for 
American preachers are that each 
minister must be a citizen, and 
must put the money back into cir- 
culation within 30 days after re- 
ceipt of same. 
_ Information relative to this 
jackpot of added income for the 
preachers is gathered from H. R. 
2135, sections 303 and 304, as now 
considered by the Congressional 
Ways and Means Committee. 

A casual perusal of the bill sug- 
gests at least 101 thoughts. The 
measure is considered very human 
in character by some people, while 
others judge it to be very Chris- 
tian. Some say they would much 
prefer to see national expendi- 
tures go into preachers’ hands 
rather than into the hands of five 
percenters and other types of 
grafters. 

One direct result of the pro- 
posed increase of simoleons for the 
citizen preachers will be a large 
increase in the number of men en- 
tering the ministry. Many men 
have refused to enter the ministry 
because of inadequate pay. An- 
other direct result will be the im- 
proved living conditions of many 
pastors, and also stepped-up activi- 
ty in spending $145 in new money 
every month. 

Georgia’s 5,000 preachers at 
present have salary incomes rang- 
ing from $8 per year to $10,000 
per year, according to records pub- 
lished last January. As _ stated 
above, the coming into Georgia 
every 12 months of $8,700,000 in 
new money into the hands of 
preachers in addition to what they 
already receive will mean a great 
many things in various ways. I 
hope the preachers get this added 
money, for some of them sorely 
need it. 


Atlantan Finds Commies 
On Way Out in Greece

High in the stubby, green corrugated hills of Greece 
a gnarled old shepherd stood among his sheep. His face 


was finely chiseled by sculpt 


uring winds and a blistering 


sun, and his eyes gored the Americans who queried him. 


“The Partisans,” he enunci- 
ated carefully, “they are not 
Greeks.” 

The girl leaned against an 
ancient Athenian building. and 
snarled at the Americans. 

“Why don’t your people 
send their troops over to fight 
the Partisans? You are our 
allies; you must help us 
drive the Communists out of 
Greece.” 

“The Americans are stupid,” 
she sneered. “They sleep, al- 
ways they sleep.” 

The man with the ludicrous 
lips sipped his coffee and offer- 
ed a sketch of Greece’s more 
recent occupation to the inquisi- 
tive American. 

“The Italians, they sing and 
dance,” *he grinned. “The Ger- 


| mans, they shoot everybody, the 


British drink tea and the Amer- 
icans build highways.” 

From these random phrases 
Donald McClain, 20 Cherokee 
Rd., as a student at the Sum- 
mer session of the American 
School of Classical Studies in 
Athens, imbibed the story of 
Greece. 

“The Partisans, the guerrillas, 
the endarntes, in short the Com- 
munists, are considered by the 
Greeks to be a foreign element,” 
savs McClain. “There is no 
longer the feeling of internal 
strife. Today, it’s the Greeks 
against an outside force.” 

“But Communism seems to be 
on the way out,” he _ smiled. 
“When a group starts blowing 
up bridges and destroying the 
countryside, they don’t plan to 
return and take over.” 

“The Greeks,” he asserted, 
“consider the ptesent govern- 
ment strong, efficient, just the 
thing to fight off the Commu- 
munists. 

“Vet, this in itself is more like 
an apology, or an attempt at 
justification. It has no positive 
element. Thev neither praise or 
berate the government, but, 
without revolutionary sentiment, 
will wait patiently and try to 
make a wiser decision at the 
next election.” 

“But,” adds McClain, ‘‘what- 
ever their feelings, they never 
offer Communism as an alter- 
native to the present govern- 
ment.” 

According to this young stu- 
dent, the Greeks are intensely 


pro-American. They don’t feel, as 
the Spanish did, that the United 
States is fighting its battles on 
their ground, and they appreci- 
ate American aid.” 


“Although the government is 
strong, perhaps semi-terroristic, 
it is not the corrupt, rightist 
force that I had expected to find. 
But they do have a strong club, 
and they’re using it,” he pro- 
claimed. 

“Also I was misled about the 
poverty of the Greek people,” 
he continued. According to Me- 
Clain, theirs is a strong, confi- 
dent, noble poverty. 

“The people have not 
their self-respect. 

“Theirs is not the irritating, 
decadent, offensive poverty of 
the Egyptians that lead< a peo- 
ple to lie, cheat and steal for 
a dollar,” he emphasized.

While being chased 
by one of these, they said, thev 
Saw the emu lay the egg at full 
gallop. 


In the desert terrain between 
the northern coast of Australia 
and the Roper River they found a 
“forbidden citv,’ fashioned by 
wind and storm from great cliffs 
of limestone, with “battlements, 
streets and minarets 
extending over 100 square miles.” 

The scientists said the area was 
known as the age-old “Corroboree” 
ground of the Aborigines “who to- 
day eat live snakes but fear to 
enter the city or even to discuss 
ty 

“The Aborigines regard the city 
as the abode of the spirit, Boorjoo- 
inji, which is a ‘proper cheeky 
fella’ who would eat any human 
Or animal entering the. city 
boundaries,” they said.

FRONT-PORCH PHILOSOPHY 


I find some people have oversimplified the explanations 
of front-porch farming and have made the doing of it so 
easy and casual as to take all of the challenge out of it.

To explode the reasoning that 
front porch farming is too easily 
accomplished to enlist the best ef- 
forts of serious-minded farmers, I 
propound herewith one forthright 
question: How many farmers of 
your acquaintance are now doing 
‘front porch farming? 


How many farmers do you per- 
sonally know who are getting 365 
days of grazing per year? How 
many farmers in your county are 
actually making use of our climate, 
rainfall, fertilizers, and the plants 
at hand in such way as to provide 
adequate feed for their livestock 
every day in the year from their 
pastures? And solely from their 
pastures? In my own county of 
1,000 farmers I can recall only five 
such farmers. 

This isn’t surprising, for the pro- 
gram is new. Hundreds of men 
over hundreds of years have 
worked at this problem but it is 
only recently that all of the ends 
have been tied together. 

The pattern in detail isn’t the 
same in all places, but it is clear. 
In the lower Corstal Plain it may 
be that front porch farming calls 
for coasta]) Bermuda and Ky. 31 
fescue grasses, with some form of 
legume to cheapen the nitrogen 
bill and add to the protein con- 
tent. On farms in the Piedmont, if 
the slope is not too great, it may 
be that sericea lespedeza, Ky.

Move new pullets to their 
permanent laying quarters 
just as soon as some of them 
begin to lay on range. 

To get rid of lice, dip pul- | 
lets in sodium fluoride solu- | 
tion (one ounce to each gallon 
of water) when they are | 
moved to the laying house. | 

If pullets have not been | 
vaccinated with fowl pox vac- | 
cine and are now laying, use 
pigeon pox vaccine for tem- | 
porary immunity. It is mild | 
and should not affect egg pro- | 
duction. 

Be sure to feed young pul- 
lets all the grain they will eat 
along with the mash _ until 
they have built up body 
weight. If a layer gets light 
in weight you can count on a 
drop in production. 

Begin using lights in the 
laying house, turning them on 
at 5 a. m. each morning. This 
will stimulate egg production 
and will help prevent a Fall 
molt.

WASHINGTON—()—The Agri- 
culture Department estimated the 
flue-cured tobacco crop at 1,131,- 
000,000 pounds as of Sept. 1. 

This, its crop report said, was 
sumewhat above the 1940 crop of 
1,090,000,000 pounds but about 15 
percent below the avegage of the 
record crops of 1946 and 1947. | 

The department’s report estimat- 
ed the outlook for all tobaccos at 
1,994,000,000 pounds. This com-) 
pares with 1,982,000,00U0 pounds: 
grown last year and is about 16 
percent above the 10-year average. 
The general outlook declined 
slightly in August.
